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TRENDS

Have  you  ever  ridden  a  roller  coaster  that 
seemed  to  never  end?  One  that  slowly  climbed, 
raced  through  sharp  turns  and  bends  at  breakneck 
t  speed  then  plummeted  to  earth  before  finally  coasting 
to  a  stop? 

Experiencing  the  rare  coin  market  of  the  last 
three  years  has  been  like  riding  a  roller  coaster.  Some 
prices  rose  steadily  and  steeply  during  what  seemed 
to  be  an  interminable  length  of  time,  then  dropped 
i  suddenly  and  precipitously.  A  series  of  smaller  peaks 
and  valleys  followed  until,  finally,  the  ride  reached  a 
virtually  level  plane  and  now  is  coasting  to  a  halt. 

Will  a  roller  coaster  analogy  be  apropos  for  the 
rare  coin  market  during  the  next  three  years?  We 
think  -  and  hope  -  not.  The  rise  of  rare  coin  prices 
was  predictable  three  years  ago,  but  no  one 
anticipated  the  vigor  with  which  coins  climbed  to 
record  levels.  The  widespread  feeling  among  dealers, 
investors  and  consultants  that  prices  would  rise  played 
a  key  role  in  imparting  initial  momentum.  The  inertia 


became  unstoppable  when  the  factors  of  runaway 
inflation  and  an  unprecedented  boom  in  silver  and 
gold  bullion  values  were  added. 

After  a  certain  time  period,  which  will  vary 
from  person  to  person,  most  riders  will  return  to  the 
roller  coaster,  confident  that  the  ride  will  not  be  quite 
as  scary  the  second  time  around.  Knowing  what  to 
expect  makes  them  better  prepared  for  the  path 
ahead,  but  more  than  a  moderate  amount  of  courage 
is  still  required. 

Not  since  the  roller  coaster  ride  began  three 
years  ago  has  there  been  such  a  firm  conviction 
among  participants  that  the  rare  coin  market  is  as 
solid  as  right  now!  Prophecies  in  the  rare  coin  market 
have  a  proven  history  of  being  self-fulfilling. 

Although  some  participants  queued  for  rare  coins 
may  be  braced  for  a  thrill  ride,  they  may  discover,  to 
their  relief,  that  they  will  experience  instead  a  steady 
and  secure  trip  that  is  radically  different  from  the  first 
time  around.

Odd  Denominations: 
Colorful  Curiosities  of  U.S.  Coinage

United  States  coinage  is  “cut  and  dried” 
today.  Our  coins  are  produced  in  just  six 
denominations,  and  only  four  -  the  cent,  nickel,  dime 
and  quarter  -  appear  with  any  frequency  in  pocket 
change. 

Things  were  far  different  a  century  ago.  In 
1881  ,  our  coinage  came  in  1 4  separate  forms.  In 
1 873,  there  was  even  greater  diversity:  The  Mint 
produced  1  7  denominations,  including  both  a  nickel 
and  a  silver  half  dime,  a  two-cent  piece,  and  two 
different  kinds  of  three-cent  pieces.  As  if  that  wasn’t 
enough,  tests  were  being  carried  out  on  still  more 
potential  new  coins  throughout  that  period  at  the 
Mint. 

Gold  coins  accounted  for  some  of  this  prolif¬ 
eration.  Six  of  the  14  coins  produced  by  the  Mint  in 
1881  were  struck  in  that  coveted  metal  --  one  whose 
use  in  U.S.  coins  was  halted  in  1 933.  That  was 
only  part  of  the  picture,  though.  In  a  larger  sense, 
Americans  and  their  government  were  far  more  open 
to  coinage  experiments  then  and  far  more  receptive  to 
change  in  the  nation’s  “change.” 

In  part  it  was  the  nation’s  brash,  expansive 
spirit  that  triggered  the  coinage  kaleidoscope.  Our 
forebears  were  adventurous  and  unafraid  to  try  some¬ 
thing  new.  In  many  cases,  necessity  was  the  mother 
of  these  curious  coinage  inventions:  They  were 
brought  into  being  to  meet  specific  needs.  American 
commerce  depended  far  more  on  coins,  and  far  less 
on  paper  money,  in  the  late  1 880s  than  it  does 
today. 

Odd  denominations  --  denominations  considered 
odd  today  --  were  part  of  U.S.  coinage  from  the 
start.  The  copper  half  cent  and  large  cent  were  two 
of  the  Mint  s  first  issues  when  federal  coinage  started 
in  the  early  1  790s,  and  both  remained  in  production 
for  more  than  60  years.  The  silver  half-dime,  too, 
was  among  our  earliest  coins.  Indeed,  the  nickel  five- 
cent  piece,  the  coin  we  know  today  as  the  nickel, 
didn  t  come  into  being  until  1 866. 


In  the  nation’s  formative  years,  a  little  bit  of 
money  went  a  long,  long  way  --  so  the  half  cent  and 
cent  were  practical  and  important  denominations.  The 
weight  they  carried  in  commerce  was  underscored  by 
their  heft.  The  cent  was  about  as  large  as  our 
present-day  half  dollar,  while  the  half  cent,  the 
smallest  coin  the  U.S.  ever  struck,  in  terms  of  face 
value,  was  heavier  than  today’s  nickel  and  roughly 
twice  as  heavy  as  our  modem  Lincoln  cent. 

Their  bulk  proved  to  be  their  undoing  in  the 
end,  for  convenience  and  economy  dictated  the 
introduction  of  a  smaller  cent  and  the  elimination  of 
the  half  cent,  but  before  they  expired  in  1837,  these 
two  coins  served  the  nation  long  and  well.  They  also 
won  a  special  place  in  the  hearts  of  American 
numismatists;  until  the  last  few  decades,  these  were 
the  coins  most  widely  pursued  by  collectors. 

In  contrast  to  the  large  cent  and  half  cent,  the 
present-day  nickel  would  not  have  found  favor  with 
the  nation’s  founding  fathers.  They  wanted  our  coins 
to  contain  intrinsic  worth  equal  to  their  full  face 
value,  and  a  five-cent  coin  with  five  cents  worth  of 
nickel  would  have  been  enormous  then.  In  any  case, 
nickel  wasn’t  being  used  extensively  in  coins  at  the 
time.  All  this  helps  explain  why  our  first  five-cent 
piece  was  a  small  silver  coin  called  a  half  dime,  not  a 
nickel. 

An  even  smaller  silver  coin  --  the  silver  three- 
cent  piece  --  was  introduced  in  1831,  primarily  as 
an  aid  in  buying  postage  stamps.  The  rate  for  mailing 
a  letter  by  ordinary  post  had  been  reduced  that  year 
from  five  cents  to  three,  and  payment  with  such  a 
coin  was  far  more  convenient  than  using  cents  and 
half  cents.  It  must  be  remembered  that  letter-writing 
was  quite  limited  in  those  days,  and  most  people 
bought  stamps  one  at  a  time,  not  by  the  sheet,  roll  or 
book. 

At  first  the  public  welcomed  the  new  coin. 
Before  long,  it  fell  into  widespread  disfavor  and 
disuse  chiefly  due  to  its  size.  Because  the  three-cent 


silver  piece  was  so  small  (wafer-thin  and  smaller  than 
the  dime),  it  often  was  lost  or  mislaid.  The  coin  was 
discontinued  in  1873.  The  somewhat  larger  nickel 
three-cent  piece,  first  minted  in  1865,  survived  for 
1 6  more  years  before  it,  too,  was  scrapped  in  1 889. 

In  1853,  Congress  authorized  the  striking  of  a 
three-dollar  gold  piece  --  again,  it  would  seem,  with 
postage  stamp  buyers  in  mind.  Presumably,  with  this 
coin  people  might  purchase  sheets  of  1 00  stamps, 
rather  than  buying  them  one  at  a  time.  This  truly 
odd  denomination  remained  in  production  for  35 
years,  from  1 854  to  1 889.  In  that  time,  only 
540,000  pieces  were  minted,  making  this  one  of  the 
scarcest  and  most  valuable  of  all  U.S.  type  coins.  A 
Mint  State  60  specimen  costs  upwards  of  $4,000 
even  for  so-called  “common"  dates,  and  a  proof 
carries  a  price  tag  of  $20,000  or  more. 

The  two-cent  piece  had  a  life  span  of  only  a 
decade,  but  it  left  an  enduring  legacy.  For  this  was 
the  coin  on  which  the  nation  first  used  the  now- 
familiar  motto  “In  God  We  Trust.” 

A  chronic  coin  shortage  had  plagued  the 
nation’s  commerce  throughout  the  Civil  War,  and 
Congress  apparently  felt  that  the  two-cent  piece, 
introduced  in  1 864,  would  help  fill  the  troublesome 
void.  The  coin  found  little  acceptance  with  the 
public,  though,  and  its  usefulness  --  dubious  from  the 
outset  -  grew  more  and  more  questionable  as  the  war 
ended  and  the  shortage  of  cents  abated.  It  lingered 
for  a  while,  then  passed  from  the  scene  in  1873, 
unloved  and  unmoumed,  but  far  from  unappreciated 
by  collectors. 


Of  all  our  oddball  coins,  perhaps  the  oddest, 
and  surely  the  shortest-lived,  was  the  twenty-cent 
piece.  This  curious  coin  had  a  very  specific  mission 
--  to  help  thwart  merchants  in  the  Southwest  who 
were  shortchanging  customers.  Spanish  influence  was 
still  strong  in  that  region  at  the  time,  and  goods  were 
bought  and  sold  according  to  the  Spanish  system  of 
reales,  or  “bits.”  A  “bit”  was  equivalent  to  1 2  ’/2 
cents  (hence  the  expression  “two  bits,”  meaning  25 
cents).  When  a  customer  purchased  an  item  costing 
one  bit  (or  1 2Vi  cents)  and  paid  for  it  with  a 
quarter,  many  merchants  would  return  just  a  dime  in 
change,  thereby  cheating  the  customer  out  of  2Vi 
cents. 

Congress  reasoned  that  the  twenty-cent  piece 
would  help  induce  merchants  to  price  their  goods  in 
dollars  and  cents.  It  did  not.  On  the  contrary,  it 
made  matters  even  worse  for  people  began  confusing 
it  with  the  quarter,  much  as  they  confuse  the 
Anthony  dollar  today  with  the  present  quarter.  After 
only  three  years  of  growing  unpopularity  and 
dwindling  mintages,  the  ill-conceived  coin  was  laid  to 
rest  in  1878. 

Yesteryear’s  odd  denominations  seem  quaint 
and  old-fashioned  today.  Some,  in  fact,  may  even  be 
viewed  as  absurd.  While  they  failed  the  test  of  time 
in  U.S.  commerce,  though,  all  have  gained  a 
permanent  niche  in  coin  collectors’  albums  and  cases. 

While  they  may  be  officially  dead,  they  help 
make  numismatics  the  lively  hobby  it  is.

AUCTION 

SCENE

The  Parmelee  Sale  of  1890  has  long  been  regarded 
as  one  of  the  finest  auctions  ever  conducted.  Today,  an 
original  Parmelee  catalog  itself  is  valued  at  more  than 
$500. 

Lorin  Parmelee,  a  native  of  Vermont,  moved  to 
Boston  in  1849  at  the  age  of  22.  Pursuing  the  profes¬ 
sion  of  banking,  he  was  naturally  exposed  to  the 
coinage  of  his  day.  This  exposure  subsequently 
motivated  him  to  become  a  student  of  numismatics. 

In  1873,  he  purchased  the  George  Seavey  collec¬ 
tion  for  some  $  1 5,000,  truly  a  formidable  price  for  that 
day.  This  resulted  in  the  first  of  several  auctions  in 
which  he  sold  duplicates.  Between  1873  and  1890 
Parmelee  was  able  to  acquire  the  cabinets  of  G.  Carson 
Brevoort,  Charles  Bushnell,  and  Sylvester  Crosby, 
among  others.  In  virtually  every  case  Parmelee  would 
auction  the  duplicate  pieces,  keeping  his  newly  ac¬ 
quired  rarities. 

By  1885  Parmelee’s  collection  was  considered  the 
finest  in  North  America  by  no  less  than  the 
numismatic  authority  Sylvester  Crosby.  When  the  col¬ 
lection  was  sold  in  1890,  the  catalogers  were  able  to 
write,  “It  is  no  exaggeration  when  we  say  that  it  is  the 
most  complete  and  valuable  collection  of  American 
coins  in  the  world;  in  fact  it  could  not  be  duplicated  if 
it  were  possible  to  select  the  best  from  the  finest 


cabinets  of  the  world. ..No  public  collection  in  this 
country,  from  the  National  Collection  down,  can  com¬ 
pare  with  this.” 

The  unreserved  sale  was  conducted  by  Bangs  and 
Co.  during  a  three  day  period.  To  list  only  the  high¬ 
lights  would  eliminate  all  other  verbage  in  this  edition 
of  The  Ivy  Numismatic  Monthly.  However,  take  a  look 
at  some  of  these  offerings  and  their  accompanying 
prices  realized:  a  1793  Silver  Center  Cent  for  $73;  a 
1794  Dollar  in  Copper  cataloged  as  “unique”  at  $20;  a 
Strawberry  Leaves  Wreath  Cent  at  $79;  a  1795  Eagle 
at  $19.50;  a  1796  Half  Dollar  at  $251;  and,  of  course, 
the  famous  1787  Brasher  Doubloon  at  $415.  These  are 
only  a  sampling  of  the  hundreds  of  fabulous  lots. 

Truly,  this  was  a  remarkable  sale,  the  likes  of 
which  will  never  be  seen  again.

Chapman  Brothers: 
Pioneer  Coin  Dealers

Few  collectors  or  dealers  contributed  as  much  to  the 
foundation  of  modem  numismatics  as  did  brothers  Henry 
Chapman  and  Samuel  Hudson  Chapman.  These  pioneer  coin 
dealers  were  noted  not  only  for  innovative  services  and 
numismatic  practices  (that  have  since  become  tradition),  they 
also  were  famous  for  conducting  several  of  the  largest  and  most 
widely  publicized  coin  auctions  of  their  time. 

As  mere  youths,  the  brothers  served  brief  apprenticeships 
with  the  well-known  1 9th  Century  dealer,  John  W.  Haseltine 
of  Philadelphia.  In  1875,  they  left  to  form  their  own 
dealership:  Samuel  was  1 9  and  Henry  a  mere  I  5  years  old. 

Their  beginning  was  truly  bold.  Five  years  after  forming 
their  own  firm,  S.H.  and  H.  Chapman,  they  sold  at  auction 
the  famous  collection  of  Charles  I.  Bushnell.  The  white,  hard¬ 
bound  catalog  was  a  mammoth  I  36  pages  and  contained 
twelve  photographic  plates.  Their  endeavor  to  publish  a  first- 
rate  catalog  produced  a  classic  of  numismatic  literature,  but,  at 
the  time  was  the  target  of  considerable  criticism  from  the 
numismatic  press  and  their  fellow  dealers. 

The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  particularly 
criticized  the  numerous  errors  of  fact  that  appeared  in  the 
catalog.  For  instance,  the  Journal  noted  that  in  the  description 
of  lot  368...“ Harvard  has  moved  down  to  New  Haven...” 
and  that  “Lot  2117  locates  Salem,  the  home  of  witchcraft,  in 
New  Jersey!” 

The  Journal  and  dealers  alike  were  highly  critical  of  the 
Chapman  brothers’  description  of  the  3,000  lot  collection. 

The  magazine  was  particularly  critical  of  the  “expression  of 
‘opinion’  so  freely  volunteered  by  the  compilers,  both  as  to  the 
value  of  the  pieces  offered  and  on  numismatic  points  of  interest 
which  must  be  taken  with  a  grain  of  salt..."  Major  dealers 
were  miffed  at  the  Chapman  brothers  because  their  lot 
descriptions,  listing  values  and  pedigrees  of  the  coins,  did  not 
attribute  them  (the  major  dealers)  as  the  sources. 

After  28  years  as  partners,  the  Chapman  brothers 
dissolved  their  company  in  1 906  and  each  opened  his  own 
dealership. 

A  prominent  archeologist,  Samuel  Chapman’s  love  of 
ancient  Greek  and  Roman  coins  was  all-absorbing.  He  was 
known  as  a  keen  judge  of  ancient  coins,  and  on  a  trip  to 
Palestine  in  1 930,  he  discovered  what  was  considered  to  be 


the  finest  example  then  existing  of  an  ancient  Egyptian 
tetradrachm  that  featured  a  remarkable  portrait  of  Cleopatra. 

His  love  of  archeology  and  ancient  coinage  led  to 
frequent  trips  to  Europe  where  he  conducted  extensive 
excavations  in  Sicily  on  the  sites  of  ancient  Greek  cities.  He 
owned  an  exquisite  marble  bust  of  Julius  Caesar  that  led  to  his 
forming  a  collection  of  the  denarii  of  Caesar. 

Samuel  H.  Chapman  died  of  pneumonia  in  1931  at  the 
age  of  75.  An  obituary  in  the  November,  1931  issue  of  The 
Numismatist  contained  this  passage: 

“His  retirement  as  a  dealer  in  coins  two  years  ago  caused  regret 
among  collectors,  particularly  his  many  patrons,  who  relied  upon 
his  judgment  and  long  years  erf  experience  in  assisting  them  in 
their  purchases.  Even  with  his  superior  knowledge  of  coins  in 
general  he  was  modest  and  unassuming  in  manner  in  discussing 
numismatics,  and  his  death  will  be  regretted  among  his  many 
friends  both  in  the  United  States  and  abroad.  " 

Y ounger  brother  Henry  built  a  considerable  trade  of  his 
own,  conducting  several  major  auctions,  including  the  Matthew 
A.  Stickney  Collection  in  1907  and  the  John  Story  Jenks 
Collection  in  1921.  The  former  collection  included  such 
numismatic  treasures  as  the  Brasher  Doubloon  (that  sold  for 
$6,200)  and  the  1 804  silver  dollar  ($3,600):  both  of  these 
coins  today  have  realized  more  than  1 00  times  those  prices. 
The  Jenks  sale  of  7,302  lots  featured  the  largest  catalog  ever 
produced  for  a  United  States  coin  auction.  Hie  1 0-day, 

$61 ,000  sale  in  1921  today  probably  would  have  been  a 
three-day,  $6  million  sale  and  a  truly  major  auction! 

Henry  was  one  of  the  first  major  dealers  to  aggressively 
solicit  “want  lists.”  He  made  several  sales  to  the  famed 
collector  T.  Harrison  Garrett  through  his  “want  list”  services. 

In  addition,  Henry  offered  coins  on  an  approval  basis  to 
customers.  These  coins  often  were  accompanied  by  complete 
descriptions  and  pedigrees. 

Another  practice  that  the  Chapman  brothers  utilized  that 
is  still  in  use  today  is  a  cost  code.  A  word  or  words  were 
assigned  whereby  each  letter  would  be  substituted  for  the  digits 
I  -9,  and  0.  Other  letters  were  used  in  the  codes  to  make  them 
hard  to  decipher. 

Henry  conducted  some  50  sales  after  forming  his  own 
dealership.  He  became  too  ill  to  pursue  his  business  in  the 
early  1930s  and  died  in  1934  at  the  age  of  75. 

The  February,  1935  issue  of  The  Numismatist  said  in 
its  obituary  of  Henry  Chapman.. .“During  his  lifetime  Henry 
Chapman  had  built  up  a  substantial  business  through  fairness  of 
description  of  coins  and  his  personal  integrity,  and  his  death 
removes  perhaps  the  last  of  the  old  school  of  dealers  in  the 
United  States...”
